HISTORY, 


In  view  of  the  rapidly  increasing  population 
in  the  southern  portion  of  our  city,  it  became 
the  firm  conviction  of  the  friends  of  Congre- 
gationalism, that  tlie  cause  of  Christ  could  he 
best  ])romoted  Ijy  the  oiganization  of  a  church 
of  their  order,  and  the  erection  of  a  house  of 
worshi])  in  that  section. 

Therefore,  at  an  informal  meeting  held  May 
3d,  ISI'2,  after  earnest  ])raycr  and  conference, 
seeking  divine  guidance  in  the  enterprise,  it 
was  resolved  that  steps  be  taken  at  once  in 
the  work. 

A  notice  of  the  next  meeting  was  given  in 
the  daily  papers,  inviting  the  co-operation  of 
all  tliose  interested. 

On  coming  together  again,  so  much  interest 
was  manifested  in  the  formation  of  the  pro- 
posed new  church  that  the  site  chosen  for  the 
cliurch  edifice  (the  corner  of  jNIain  and  Pied- 
mont streets)  was  subsequently  purchased. 

Those  interested  met  weekly,  perfecting 
articles  of  faith  and  covenant,  and  taking  the 
necessary  steps  for  the  recognition  of  the 
church  by  council. 


The  name  of  Piedmont  Congkegational 
Chukch  of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  was 
adopted,  and,  by  vote  of  the  church,  female 
members  were  allowed  the  same  privileges 
as  male  membei's  in  business  meetings. 

The  ditiiculty  «^f  procuring  a  suitable  tem- 
porary j)]ace  of  worship  was  met  by  the  Main 
street  Baptist  iiL'0])le  kindly  offering  the  use 
of  their  house  of  worship  every  Sabbath  after- 
noon, with  all  the  |niviieges  which  a  generous 
people  could  bestow. 

The  first  pu])]ic  service  was  held  in  the 
Main  street  Baptist  Church,  June  'Id,  1872. 
Pleaching  by  the  Kev.  George  W.  Phillips,  of 
the  Plymouth  Churcli  of  this  city. 

The  Sabbath  School,  immbering  one  hundred 
and  ninety,  ^\■as  organized  after  the  service,  l)y 
the  choice  of  F.  B.  Ivnowles  as  Suj)erintendent, 
and  C.  II.  Hutchins  as  assistant,  with  a  full 
corps  of  officers  and  teachers. 

Letters  missive  were  addressed  to  several 
churches  in  this  vicinity,  and  they  were  repre- 
sented as  below :

The  Council  organized  September  18tli, 
ISI'I,  at  the  Main  street  Baptist  Church,  by 
the  choice  of  Rev.  Wm.  P.  Paine  as  Modera- 
tor, and  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Philli])s  as  Scribe. 

The  preliminary  steps  looking  to  the  forma- 
tion of  the  ])roposed  new  church,  and  the 
letters  from  sister  churches  recommending 
those  persons  wIk)  ])roposed  to  be  organized 
into  a  church,  were  laid  before  the  Council. 

The  Council  voted  that  the  statements  and 
the  preliminary  action  of  the  church,  the  con- 
fession of  faith  and  covenant,  submitted  to  the 
Council,  were  so  far  satisfactory  that  they 
were  ready  to  proceed  to  organize  the  church.

STANDING  RULES 

OF 

PIEDMONT   CHURCH, 


Article  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  llie 
church  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber, on  such  (lay  :is  the  Pastor  and  Deacons 
may  a|)j)oint. 

Airr.  "2.  The  Pastor  of  this  church  shall  be 
a  mendjer  of  it,  and  shall  be  its  standing 
Motlerator. 

Art.  3.  In  the  absence  of  the  j>astor,-or  in 
any  case  when  he  may  become  a  pai'ty  in 
interest  to  church  action,  so  as  ti-  make  it 
impi'0[»er  for  him  to  act  as  moderator,  a  intxl- 
erator  shall  be  chosen  by  b;dlot,  when  any 
three  brethren  so  re(|Uest;  otherwise  by  nomi- 
nation. 

AuT.  4.  All  meetings  t'ov  business  shall  be 
opened  with  prayer. 

AitT.  5.  The  otfieers  of  the  church  shall  be 
as  follo\^'s : 

1.  A  Clerk,  who  shall  keep  the  records  of 
the  chureh  ; 

2.  A  Treasure)-,  who  shall  take  charge  of 
all  chui-ch  moneys  and  contributions  for  char- 
itable jiurposes,  and  make  full  written  I'eport 
of  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting; 
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3.  An  Auditor,  who  shall  supervise  the 
treasurer's  annual  accounts  and  report  thereon; 

4.  Four  suitable  j>ersons  shall  be  elected 
Deacons  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  to  be 
chosen  annually ; 

5.  A  Standing  Committee,  of  which  the 
Pastor  and  Deacons  shall  be  e.r-<\^icii>  mem- 
bers, who  shall  examine  all  applicants  for 
admission  to  the  church,  and  i)re8ent  to  the 
church  h  written  list  of  the  names  of  those 
whom  they  approve  —  any  candidate  wliom 
they  may  not  recommend  having  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  whole  church.  This  committee 
shall  also  act  as  a  committee  of  jtreliminary 
enquiry  in  regard  to  all  cases  of  discipline,  and 
shall  make  a  leport  to  the  church  of  its  condi- 
tion, and  of  their  doings,  with  a  list  of  all 
absent  members,  at  the  annual  meeting. 

All  officers  to  serve  until  others  shall  l)e 
regularly  chosen  in  their  places. 

Aui'.  6.  The  ftrtler  of  procedure  at  the 
annual  meeting  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Prayer; 

2.  Reading  the  records  of  the  last  annual 
business  meeting ; 

3.  Choice  of  Clerk  by  ballot ; 

4.  Report  of  Treasurer  and  Auditor; 

5.  Action  on  these  reports; 

6.  Choice  of  Treasurer  by  ballot ; 

7.  Choice  of  Auditor; 

8.  Choice  of  Deacon  for  four  years  ; 

\).     Choice  of  Deacons  to  till  vacancies,  if  any; 

10.  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee; 

11.  Action  on  the  report; 

1*2.  Fixing  the  number  of  the  Standing 
Conmaittee  for  the  ensuing  year ; 
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13.  Choice  of  Staixliiig  (^ommittee  l)y 
ballot ; 

14.  Business  peitaiiiing  to  the  Sabbath 
School ; 

15.  Deferre(l  l)usiiiess; 
K).      New  Imsiness ; 

17.     AcljouniitK'iit. 

Ak'J'.  7.  Special  business  ineetiugs  may  be 
called  at  any  time,  when,  in  the  oj)inion  of  the 
Pastor  and  Deacons,  it  may  be  expedient,  and 
shall  be  called  on  the  wiitten  ap})lication  to 
the  Pastor  (or  in  his  absence,  the  Senior 
Deacon)  of  five  mendters.  Twenty  members 
shall  constitute  a  (piorum. 

Art.  8.  Special  business  meetings  shall 
always  be  notified  frcun  the  desk  on  the 
Sabl)ath,  or  by  written  notice  served  upon 
every  resident  mend)ei'  at  least  two  days 
before  the  time  of  meeting.  Action  may  be 
taken,  howevei-,  at  any  regular  prayer  meeting 
in  the  matter  of  receiving  members  to  the 
church,  or  to  appoint  delegates  to  attend 
ecclesiastical  confeiences. 

A  in'.  1).  The  regular  weekly  meeting  of 
the  church  for  prayer  and  conference  shall 
be  held  on  ^Vednesday  evening;  and  the 
Friday  evening  last  preceding  each  com- 
munioii  season  shall  be  specially  devoted  to 
pre])aration  for  the  proper  recei)tion  of  that 
ordinance. 

Ai;t.  10.  Candidates  for  admission  shall 
be  propounded  Ijefore  the  church  and  con- 
gregation two  weeks  ))revious  to  their  adnn':> 
sion. 

AiiT.  11.  The  Lord's  Supi)er  shall  l>e  ob- 
served on  the  first  Sabbath  in  the  months  of 
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January,  March,  May,  July,  September  and 
November. 

Akt.  12.  The  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Pastor  and  Delegates  in  attendance  upon 
the  Ecclesiastical  Councils  as  representatives 
of  the  church,  shall  be  paid  from  tlie  funds  of 
the  church. 

AuT.  13.  The  delegates  to  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Councils  shall  make  brief  reports  of 
their  doings  and  of  the  action  of  the  council, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  church  next  following. 

AuT.  14.  JNIembei'S  of  this  church  removing 
elsewhere  will  be  ex])ected  to  take  letters  of 
dismission  and  recommendation  to  the  church 
with  which  they  worship,  within  one  year  of 
the  time  of  their  change  of  residence,  or  ren- 
der reasonable  excuse  for  not  doing  so. 

Ai;r.  1;').  All  Iciters  of  dismission  given 
by  this  cliurch  sliall  V)e  valid  six  months  only 
from  their  date,  an<J  no  member  who  has 
received  such  a  letter  shall  vote  in  business 
meetings  of  the  e.hui-ch  except  on  return  of 
letter. 

AuT.  IG.  ^Members  of  this  church  who  liave 
habitually  absented  themselves  from  its  wor- 
ship and  ordinances  for  one  year  without 
rendering  satisfactory  excuse,  shall  be  debarred 
from  voting  with  the  church  so  long  as  such 
habitual  absence  continues. 

Airr.  17.  When  any  officer  of  this  church 
shall  cease  statedly  to.  worship  with  us,  his 
otiice  shall  be  vacated. 

Airr.  18,  Any  member  of  this  church 
liaving  cause  of  complaint  against  anoiher, 
in  cases  of  personal  offence,  sliould  immediately 
seek  to  have  it  removed  in  a  christian  manner. 
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the  directions  given  in  Matthew,  18th  cliapter, 
15th,  IGtli  and  17th  verses,  being  his  guide. 

Whenever  a  charge  is  lirought  before  tlie 
church  it  shall  be  in  writing,  and  a  copy  of  it 
bo  furnished  the  otfending  member. 

Airj-.  19.  No  vote  of  censure  shall  be 
passed,  except  by  the  concurrent  \-ote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting,  and  after  the  accused  has  had  oppor- 
tunity to  make  his  defense. 

Airr.  20.  In  ciise  of  the  excommunication 
of  any  nieml)er,  pul)lic  notice  shall  lie  gi\en 
of  the  fact. 

Airr.  '21.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in 
the  foregoing  rules  unless  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  church,  after  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  at  a  previous  regulai-  meeting,  and  by 
the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  tlie  members 
present.  This  rule  shall  not,  however,  be  so 
construed  as  to  foi'bid  the  temporary  suspeiision 
of  any  rule,  when  three-fourths  shall  vote  tor 
such  sus))eHsion. 

Action  shall  not  be  taken  t)n  letters  of 
recommendation  from  sister  churches  until  one 
week  after  their  presentation. 

Akt.  22.  The  Sabbath  School  shall  have 
full  power  to  choose  its  own  otlicers;  subject 
to  the  appi'oval  of  the  church. 


CONFESSION  OF  FAITH. 


1.  \Yi-:  believe  there  is  one  only  living  antl 
true  God,  who  is  revealed  to  us  as  the  Fatlier, 
Son  and  Holy  Ghost, —  the  Creator,  Preserver 
and  moral  Governor  of  the  universe, —  a  Being 
of  infinite  ] tower,  wisdon^,  justice,  goodness 
and  truth;  that  liis  government  is  univei'sal; 
and  that  he  docs  all  things  after  the  counsel  of 
his  own  will. 

'1.  We  believe  that  the  liible  was  given  by 
inspiration  of  God,  as  the  oidy  unerring  rule 
of  titith  and  |iractice. 

8.  We  believe  that  mankind  are  fallen  from 
a  state  of  I'ectitude,  and  are,  while  in  a  state 
of  nature,  wholly  destitute  of  that  holiness 
which  is  re(juired  l»y  the  Divine  law  ;  ."^nd  must 
be  regenerated  and  sanctified  l)y  the  Holy 
Ghost,  in  order  to  salvation. 

4.  We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  was  God 
manitest  in  ihe  Hesh  ;  that  by  liis  obedience, 
sulferings  and  death,  he  made  atonement  for 
sin  ;  and  that  on  the  ground  of  this  atonement, 
salvation  is  ti'eely  offered  to  all  men. 

r\  We  believe  that  repentance  for  sin,  and 
faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  are  the  only 
conditions  of  salvation ;  and  that  a  life  of 
obedience  to  God  is  the  only  appropriate  evi- 
dence of  christian  disci))leship. 

6.  We  believe  that  the  Christian  Sabbath, 
the  Church,  and  the  ordinances  of  Baptism 
ancl   the  Lord's  Suppei',  are  of  divine  appoint- 
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meat,  and  the  duties  connected  with  them  of 
perpetual  o])li<4ation  ;  and  that  visible  believers 
only  have  a  riglit  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  and 
that  they  and  tlieir  households  are  the  only 
proper  subjects  to  whom  baptism  is  to  be 
administered. 

7.  We  Ijelieve  that  God  has  appointed  a 
day  in  the  wliich  He  will  judge  the  world  in 
righteousness;  when  tlie  dead  shall  arise  Irom 
their  graves,  and,  together  with  the  living, 
shall  stand  before  the  judgment  seat  of  t'hrist 
and  be  adjudged,  the  righteous  to  everlasting- 
life  and  tlie  wicked  to  shame  and  everlasting 
contempt.
